Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the Swales reference 
does not teach a controller component and a communication interface component that implement true real time control over the peripheral 
devices, with respect to claims 1, 5, 19, 21 , 24 and 28. The examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. Swales teaches a 
controller component [see figure 3, element 10 and column 4, lines 5-7, 'the COM-adapter*] and a communication interface component 
[see figure 3, elements 22, 'ATI interface*] in order to implement true real time control over the peripheral devices [see column 1 , lines 23- 
42 and column 4, sentence beginning at line 66, field devise are controlled via specific true real time control protocols, such as MODBUS 
plus, Interbus-S, Profibus DP, Echelon, Seriplex, CAN DeviceNet, CAN SDS]. 
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
